The pretext advanced by pretended 


friends of silver that freo coinage would 
open our mints to all the silver of Europe 
was effectually disposed of by Senator 
Vest in a recent speech. Yost has been 
an able advocate of free coinage in the 
'Senate and on tho stump, and fully un- 
derstands the silver question. 
He says: 


" The stock of silver held by European 


countries is not bullion, but primary 
coin, which does not fluctuate with the 
price of silver. The Bank of France 
uses silver as legal tender primary 
money for the redemption of its paper 
circulation, jus* as it holds its gold. It 
has $354,838,000 of silver and $267,855, 
000 of gold, and it needs both. The 
same thing is true of Germany, with 
$107,000,000 worth of legal tender silver 
thalcrs, of which the Imperial Bank 
holds $48,000,000, this with $180,000,000 
in gold constituting its cash reserves 
Thus lega! tender silver coin is afloat in 
Europe of the valuation at which it is 
issued, viz- 15.5 to 1 in gold, and if wo 
take our gold dollar ns the unit of com- 
parison that silver money would yielc 
85991giains of pure silver ns against 
our miut requirement of 371 35 grains 
Anyone bringing this European silver 
money to exchange at our mints, if we 
adopt free coinage, must add 13-34 grains 
to every 100. Theiefore, at $1 for 371.25 
grains of silver in the United States and 
$1 for 359.91 grains in Europe, or $1 29 
per ounce.of 480 grains here, as against 
$1 33 per ounce of 480 grains abroad, 
there would be a loss to the speculator 
bunging European silver to this country 
of 3 per cent, together with the cost ol 
transportation." 


AN IMPORTANT CASE. 


A Washington dispatch says a very 


important case will be heard before Jus- 
tice Field, of the United States Supremo 
Couit, next week. It is the first hearing 
in the suit brought by the United States 
Government in California, which involves 
the question whether the Southern Pa 
cific company of Kentucky can exercise 
general corporate powers and hold leases 
of railroad corporations in other States. 
The charter for the Southern Pacific 
Company of Kentucky was secured by 
C. P. Huntmgton for the purpose of leas- 
ing the Central Pacific, the California & 
OrcgoL-, Southern Pacific of California 
and other railroads. Theso leases in- 
volve guarantees for the payment of 
interest and of dividends on hundreds ol 
millions of securities, among others the 
indebtedness of the Central Pacific to the 
Government. 


The suit was brought In the United 


Circuit Court in California. This Court 
was recently organized under the new 
law. 
Since its organization, Judge Saw 


yer died, leaving a vacancy on the Bench 
The new law, we believe, provides that 
the Justice of the Supremo Court of the 
United States for the Circuit, and, in 
case of necessity, one of the Distric 
Judges in tho Circuit may hold court. I 
such is »ha case, Justice Field and Dis 
trict Judge Hawley, Ross, Doady or 
Boatty wi'l constitute the Court before 
•which the case will bo heard. 


The colored voters of New York City 


have organized the " Roswell P. Flower 
Colored Association," and pledged the' 
support to that gentleman for Governor 
The association has a'ready a member 
ship of ovet five hundred. Among the 
members are men who havo heretofor 
been prominent Republicans. Auothe 
society, known as the " Colored Legion, 
has also declared for Flower, who seem 
to be a great favorite with the colored 
people of New York City.

A tost case will bo made o 
this, and it will bo watched with more 
interest than any lawsuit instituted 
Texas.

FRANCIS 
HENDRICKS. 


The Man Who Succeed! J. Bloat Fassett as 


Collector of the Port of New York. 
Francis Hend ricks was born in 1835 iu 


Kingston, New York. He was not success- 
ful in his early business ventures in Roch- 
ester, but in 1861 he went to Syracuse, 
built up a good business in photograph 
and art material and amassed a considera- 
ble fortune. 
His office holding began with 


the Fire Commissionership of Syracuse, 
which is regarded as an office of conse- 
quence. He was afterwards Mayor of the 
oUy twice, served two terms in the Assem- 


bly and three in the Senate. In the latter 
body he was Chairman of the Committee 
on Cities. He has always been nominated 
by acclamation and has never had a vote 
polled against him in convections. 


In politics he has a notable local reputa- 


tion, from the fact that when he was Chair- 
man of his County Committee in 1880 the 
majority ran up to 4,400, while it was only 
3,500 before.
